Nearly 2.1 billion people— about 30 percent of the world’s 
population— use the Internet, according to recent data 
compiled by mternetworldstats.com.

Being punched in the 
face for an iPhone is 
not pleasant. Regret- 
tably, Pm one of the 
growing number of 
victims who can say 
this from personal 
experience, 

A couple of weeks 
ago, I was mugged on 
a quiet afternoon in 
my cozy Old Irving 
Park neighborhood, 

T made the mistake 
of entering what I 
call The Smart Phone 
Zone— in which I tried to walk, listen to a 
podcast and tweet at the same time. 

Meanwhile, two large men in hoodies si- 
lently sprinted up to me from behind. Before 
I had a chance to turn around, one of them 
began punching me in the head and knocking 
me to the ground while the other kicked me 
and ripped my iPhone 4 from my hands. 

Pm sporting a bump on my head, a 
sprained thumb and sore ribs, but otherwise. 
Pm alive and writing this column. 

Coincidentally, just days after I was as- 
saulted, ^sconsin’s new concealed carry law 
went into effect, leaving Illinois as the only 
state that prohibits citizens from carrying 
concealed weapons in public. So the question 
is: If I had been allowed to pack heat, would 
things have turned out differently? 

After I shared my harrowing tale, some of 
my family friends, neighbors and complete 
strangers told me that a gun could have 
solved everything. 

“That’s RIDICULOUS!” a passionate 
neighbor of mine barked as I held an icepack 
to my temple. “We really should be allowed 
to carry guns in Chicago. That’s the only way 
we can protect ourselves from this menace!” 


And a friend of mine insisted the country’s 
crime rate would plummet if everyone were 
to carry a handgun. 

Vet in spite of my experience, I still believe 
that owning a gun wouldn’t solve any prob- 
lems and, frankly, could make things worse. 

In my case, even if I were carrying a gun 
when I was attacked, I still wouldn’t have had 
a chance to pull it out until they were run- 
ning away Then would I really feel justified 
shooting these thugs in the back for a bruised 
head and a stolen iPhone? And what if they 
had wrestled a gun away from me like they 
did my iPhone? 

My friend coimtered that if criminals 
feared that more people were hiding guns in 
their pants, they’d be less Hkely to commit 
crimes, but the stats indicate otherwise. 

According to the FBI’s online crime sta- 
tistics, the number of murders, assaults and 
robberies in Chicago all dropped from 1985 
(the agency’s first year of online stat-keeping) 
through 2009. (The city’s handgun ban went 
into effect in 1982 and was ruled unconstitu- 
tional by the Supreme Court in 2010.) 

If there’s something I should be afraid of, 
it’s runaway buses and falHng anvils. Accord- 
ing to the CDC, homicide is the i5th-leading 
cause of death in America, while uninten- 
tional accidents are No. 5. We don’t stop 
driving cars or taking public transportation 
because of the danger of accidents, so why 
should we alter our Hves on the slim chance 
of a random crime? 

I’m not going to judge people who feel 
more secure with guns in their homes, but 
as for myself, I just plan to be more cautious. 
Chicago isn’t always a peaceful paradise, and 
texting and walking at the same time (wex- 
ting?) rarely is a good idea. All bets are off if 
the zombie apocalypse happens, but for now. 
I’ll keep my weapons Nerf in nature.

An apparent gas explosion obliterated a home on the 
Southwest Side on Sunday morningj critically injuring the 
couple inside and leaving neighbors haunted by the im- 
ages that followed the blast. 

With tears pooling in his eyes, neighbor Rudy Venegas 
remembered seeing a man run away from the smoking 
wreckage of the iVz -story bungalow just after the explo- 
sion rocked the 66oo block of South Keating Avenue 
about 6:30 a,m. 

was smoldering,” Venegas said. ‘‘T couldn't touch 
him. T told him to lie dowTi,” 

A woman in her 50s and a man in his 40s were taken in 
critical condition to a local hospital, fire and officials said. 
The Chicago Fire Department did not give the victims' 
names, and relatives and rescue personnel on the scene 
gave conflicting identifications. 

It also was unclear which hospital was treating the vic- 
tims, No deaths were reported in the incident. 

A third person, a male who was in the house, took 
himself to a hospital, Fire Department spokesman Larry 
Langford said. ITie extent of his injuries was unknown. 

Neighbors in '^^st Lawn described seeing people 
burned, with their clothes “hanging off them” after the 
blast, Langford said. 'Fhe smell of gas lingered in the air 
after the house blew up, and gas was believed to be the 
cause, he said. 

Crews from Peoples Gas were investigating, and they 
were expected to restore service to all houses around the 
site by Sunday night, said Bonnie Johnson, a company 
spokeswoman. 

Next door to the house, Doreetha Wheatley woke to an 
explosion that shattered her windows. Wheatley, 38, along 
with her husband and four children, climbed out their 
front window because flames were blocking the front 
door. Along with another home next to the one that ex- 
ploded, the Wheatleys' house was badly damaged.

Occupy crackdown 


Portland Police arrested more than 50 
people Sunday as the authorities cleared 
out and blocked off encampments of the 
Occupy movement that has been protest- 
ing economic issues nationwide. 

T'he Portland actions were among sev- 
eral by authorities around the country over 
the weekend to try to close down encamp- 
ments occupied by demonstrators for 
weeks. 

Encampments sprang up in several cities 
in recent weeks in solidarity with the Oc- 
cupy Wall Street movement that began in 
New York in September to protest what 
demonstrators see as economic inequality 
and undue influence over U.S. politics by 


corporate interests. 

In Portland the authorities had issued an 
eviction notice ^ and then moved to empty 
the camps and fence them off Many pro- 
testers left on their own after the notice, 
but others chose to stay. 

A police statement saidt “T'he Portland 
Police Bureau has cleared both Chapman 
and Lownsdale Square parks. During to- 
day’s operation, more than 50 arrests were 
made of people who either wanted to be 
arrested or refused to leave Chapman 
Square.” 

After the parks were cleared demonstra- 
tors regrouped in the streets, blocking traf- 
fic in a standoff with police. 


ELSEWHERE 

In Philadelphia, Mayor Michael Nutter said he was 
increasing police presence near the Occupy Philly 
camp and asking the police commissionei to “estab' 
lish structures and strategic positioning and deploy- 
ment of officers on a regular basis in that location.” 

What began as a peaceful protest 39 daiys ago 
has given way to increasing public safety and public 
health concerns, Nutter told reporters. 

Meanwhile, in Salt Lake City, police said on Twitter 
that 19 people were arrested Saturday night as au- 
thorities moved in to clear an Occupy Salt Lake en- 
campment at a downtown park. 

Police had ordered protesters to leave the park 
after a man was found dead late Thursday night. The 
cause of death was thought to be carbon monoxide 
poisoning and a drug overdose.

Los Angeles Time's 

A few years agp, Eugenio Derbez, Mexico^s 
most popular comic actor, got some well- 
meaning advice from a Hollywood executive 
that still makes him smile, 

Derbez was playing a key secondary role 
in Patricia Riggen's "^Under the Same Moon/’ 
a Fox Searchlight drama about a Mexican 
mother, played by Kate del Castilloj forced 
to leave her young son in her native village 
while she searches for work in T..A, Derbez’s 
otherwise serious character had a couple of 
lighthearted moments in the movic% and the 
studio honcho was impressed, 

“lie told me, 'You should try comedy be- 
cause I think you have a lot of potential/ 
recalled Derbez, now 48, who by that point 
had written, produced or starred on many 
Mexican I'V shows, including the long-run- 
ning sitcom “Vecinos^^ (“Neighbors”). Tie also 
was well known to US. Latinos tor numerous 
'1"V and movie roles, notably as the goofy pa- 
triarch of the comically dysfunctional “La Fa- 
mi li a P Luchc” (“The Plush Family^’), which 
originated on Mexican TV and became a hit 
for the Miami-based, Spanish-languagc Uni- 
vision Network. 

“It was so funny” Derbez said gpod-na- 
turedly “It was like if somebody in Mexico 
said to Jim Carrey ‘Ibu ought to be a come- 
dian!”^ 

These days, TToUywood is getting better 
acquainted with the varied talents of Derbez 
and other prominent actors from Mexico 
who increasingly are turning up in US. -made 


movies and high-rated 'IV shows such as lel- 
emundo's “La Reina del Sur” and the Venev- 
ision-Univision co-produced “Eva T.una” as 
wx^ll as in advertisements, awards ceremonies 
and on theater stages* 

Derbez, for example, co-hosted last fall's 
Latin Grammy Awards in T^s Vegas, appears 
in “Jack and Jill” with Adam Sandler and Ka- 
tie Holmes, and recently visited L,A* to film a 
CTiS comedy pilot starring Rob Schneider as 
a lifelong bachelor who marries into a close- 
knit Mexican- American family 

A number of factors are driving the in- 
flux to HollywT3od of bilingual Mexican ac- 
tors, whose ranks include Demian Bichir 
(“Weeds,” “A Better Life''), Adriana Barraza 
(“Babel,” “llior”). Ana de la Reguera ( who co- 
starred in this summer's sci-fi Western “Cow- 
boys & Aliens” with Daniel Craig and Harri- 
son Ford), Blanca Soto (a former Miss Mexico 
who appeared in “Dinner for Schmucks”), 
Ana Claudia l^ancon f'One Missed Call”) 
and “Under the Same Moon's” Del Castillo 
f Weeds,” “La Reina del Sur”), 

Most obviously, there's the suiging number 
of Latinos in the US* — about 50 million, or 
some 16 percent of the total population* Ac- 
cording to the Motion Picture Association of 
America, Latinos bought more movie tick- 
ets per capita in 2009 than any other ethnic 
group. 

Such numbers have led to a flourishing 
Spanish- language and bilingual entertain- 
ment market, creating opportunities not only 
for U.S.-born Latinos but also for bilingual 


CLOSING DOORS IN 


Few Mexican actors have been able to work 
both sides of the border better than Demian 
Bichir, a Mexico City native and member of a 
well-known acting family 

Although as a teenager he'd already 
launched a promising IV and film career in 
Mexico, at 22 he decided to move to New 
Yotk to learn English and eventually break 


into US* theater and film roles. Initially, he 
helped support himself by wt>rking as a bar- 
tender and waiter, just like tens of thousands 
of his countrymen. 

“Everyone thought I was crazy,” Bichir said. 
“Everyone in Mexico, not only my parents but 
everyone, because I had my place there and 
my name. And I told them, Tm still going to

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Latin American actors, particularly those with 
proven box-office power and built-in fan bases 
across the hemisphere. 

Moctesuma Esparza, a film producer and chief 
executive of the L. A.-based Maya Cinemas mov- 
ie theater chain, which caters to Latino audienc- 
es, said the burgeoning Latino youth population 
makes it “inevitable” that more Latin American 
actors will be drawn to find work in Hollywood. 

Esparza sees that trend as a boon for Latino 
audiences, want to be able as an American 
Latino to see anybody who at least looks like you, 
has a last name like you, who you can identity 
with,” he said, “At the same time,” Esparza con- 
tinued, the success of T^tin American actors in 
Hollywood “does not satisfy the aspira- 
tions of American Latinos, nor do 
I believe it satisfies the need for 
diversity of the industry in this 
country.” 

Mexican acting talent also 
is being driven to I lolly- 
wood by Mexico’s creatively 
limited television market, 
which serves up a steady 
diet of soap operas, sports and 
comedy programs but little 
else in the way of original pro- 
gramming* 

Meanwhile, the Mexican 
movie industry after hitting an 
artistic peak in the late 1990s 
and early 2000s with such 
films as “Amorcs Perros” 
and “Y Tu Mama Tambi- 
cn,” went into a produc- 
tion slump, generating 
only feature films in 
2005* That number re- 
bounded last year to 68, 
according to the Camara 
Nacional de la Tndustria 
Cincmatografica, 

James McNamara, head 
of Pantelion Films, a joint 
venture of Lionsgate and 
Mexico’s Televisa media 
conglomerate that pro- 
duces movies aimed 
at Latinos and Latin 


Americans, said Hollywood always has drawn es- 
tablished stars from around the globe, including 
Spaniards such as Antonio Banderas, Penelope 
Cruz and Javier Bardem. Mexican actors, like 
those from other countries, are attracted to Hol- 
lywood’s bigger budgets and larger infrastruc- 
ture, he said. “It’s just a natural human tendency 
to aspire to the major leagues.” 

One challenge for Pantelion, McNamara said, 
is to make sure that the star Mexican actors in its 
films appeal sufficiently to younger, second- and 
third-generation, U.S.-born Latinos who may not 
know the actors or have not been following their 
careers as long as their parents or grandparents. 

The greater array of stateside acting oppor- 
tunities drew Soto, the former beauty queen, to 
New York in the late 1990s to model, learn 
English and study acting. She now lives 
in L.A. with her writcr-dircc tor-produc- 
er-actor husband, Jack Hartnett, and 
alternates between English-language 
movie parts and Spanish-language 
telenovelas, including the lead role 
in “Eva Luna,” the highest-rated 
U.S.-produced telenovela in his- 
tory and the fourth most-watched 
Monday prime-time program on 
all US. broadcast 'I'V. 

She’s part of the growing 
group of native Span- 
ish-speaking per- 
formers as well as 
directors, cinema- 
tographers and other 
industry profession- 
als living perma- 
nently in Southern 
California. 

“I love my coun- 
try,” Soto said, but 
“do I want to be 
there for the next 
35 years of my life 
being a novela ac- 
tress.^ No. I want 
to \ Wc in Japan, in 
Spain, I want to 
go to France and 
work here, in New 
York, in Miami.”

From Logan Square 
to the big screen

Chicago native Carmen Matron was working as a guidance counselor in Phoenix 
when she decided to make a film addressing the experience of T.atino teenagers. 
“Cto For It,” the dance drama that she wrote, directed and produced herself, was 
released earlier this year by Pantelion Films, a division of Lionsgate. It came out on 
DVD this fall. 

We caught up with Matron by phone from her home in T.,A. to talk about her 
film projects and the state of T>atino film. 

Why did you feel that it was important to set "Go For It” in Chicago? 

I wrote about inner-city living of young adults and what it was like. ... You know, 

I grew up in Logan Square, and I wanted to keep that feeling, I always felt, also, 
like Chicago was a great representation of most of the country This Midwest, big 
town but sometimes a small town, family feel. 

As a Latino filmmaker, what are some of the important themes of identity that 
emerge in your work? 

Definitely the identity was a huge theme for the lead, Aimec Garcia, {who] was 
my lead actress. ... The theme was finding your own identity as a kid growing up 
in the US. and in Chicago, but also hanging on to your culture and adapting them 
both. Not forsaking one for the other but just finding that blend that makes you 
who you are, makes you so unique as a Latina, Which is what I went through, 
growing up, and what I see a lot of kids go through. 

How do you think Latinos are represented in film right now? 

Latinos are definitely grossly underrepresented, I mean, it’s a given and everyone 
talks about it, with the ratio of how big of a population that wc are. The majority 
of films that you see, the Latinos that are in them are either gardeners, house- 
wives, cooks, drivers, valet employees that park your cars.

With less than six months under their collective 
belt, Isaac Showaki and his partners at Chicago’s 
5 Rabbit Cerveceria are busy rolling out their 
latest creations for the Latin microbrewery.

Next, it’s on to their holiday release, which 
Showaki describes as featuring “one of our favor- 
ite Latin ingredients, Flor de Jamaica or Hibiscus 
flower.’’ 

What first got you interested in beer and 
brewing? 

I worked as a strategy consultant for six years 
and one of my first projects was with a brewery 
in Panama. I immediately fell in love with the in- 
dustry, the people, the business and the smell of 
the malt in the morning. After that my partner, 
Andres, and I were staffed in a lot of brewery proj- 
ects and we became the experts in the field. We 
just loved the challenges involved in a brewery. 


What is your favorite fall beer? 

Our Vida y Muerte Ale-when people try it 
for the first time they always say they’ve 
never tried anything like this. The milk 
caramel is very subtle and you get a beauti- 
ful aroma in the nose. It is a well-balanced 
beer that goes great with meats like a brat- 
wurst, creamy cheese and pasta with white 
sauces. 

What are your favorite beer bars in 
Chicago? 

There are so many great beer bars in the 
city, but we have a few favorites. Map 
Room, Hopleaf, Bad Apple and Maria’s are 
some of our favorites. All of them have a 
great beer selection, but it depends on your 
mood. If you are looking for great food. Bad 
Apple makes an amazing burger and their 
cheese curds are to die for. If you just want 
to hang out and have a great beer, the Map 
Room is my favorite place.
